The opening session this morning 
of the inquiry by the Royal Commis- 
sion into the A. & G. W. R. contract 
was not productive of sensation. 

The work that the commission’: 
counsel have first undertaken, is io 
establish a basis for the investigation 
by securing all the files in any way 
relating to the transaction between 
the government and the railway com- 
pany. With this end in view all the 
files tabled in the House were pro- 
duced and Premier Rutherford, Attor- 
ney General Cross. Deputy Provincia! 
Treasurtr McLeod, E. Trowbridge and 
J. K. Cornwall, M.LP.P., were put on 
the stand to give evidence relating to 
correspondence, telegrams and other 
documents in connection with the A. 
& G. W. R. that had come to their 
notice. 

The evidence of all the witnesses 
was to the effect that no documentary 
evidence had been destroyed and that 
all letters, telegrams, etc., dealing 
with this matter had been placed be- 
fore the commission. Each was close- 
ly questioned by Mr. Bennett on these 
points, but al] were positive in their 
statements. 

The evidence being taken today re- 
lates to the files alone and these wit- 
nesses will later come up for a gen- 
eral examination.

Rev. A. J. Vining Will Go to Europe 
Oy. So Work Up Project. 


London, March 28.—Rey. A. J. Vin- 
ing, of Talbot street Baptist Church, 
announced to the congregation that 
he will accept a call from the Baptist 
Union of Great Britain to tour Europe 
and make suggestions for the found- 
ing of a great Baptist university at 
some cotittal point in Europe. He has 
tendered his resignation. 

He will leave Canada about July 15 
and go to Lopdon, England, and from 
there to the continent to familiarize 
himself with the situation, After ad- 
dressing the world’s convention in 
Moscow in September, he will return 
to Canada and spend the winter riis- 
ing funds to endow the University. 
It is understood there is great move- 
ment to be made from several 
churches in Europe. In the hope of 
providing a more democratic form of 
church government and to discourage 
agnosticism the Baptists are planning 
the activities.

Montreal, Que., Mar. ve. ®-Advices 
received by the railroad companies ‘pn 
Montreal show that the present week 
will be a record breaker for this year 
in immigration business, and one of 
the biggest during many yeare. 

Close upon 12,000 immigrants will 
be landed at &t. John and Halifax 
during the week ending next Sunday. 
the exact number of whom advices 
have been received being 11,972. So 
reat has the rush of immigration 
been that arrangements are under way 
for the ¢stablishment of immigrant 
station in the Calgary district, where 
the settlers can go and stay a few 
days until they get located. 

A rush of settlers is now under way 
in earnest, and it ie expected that it 
will keep up until several weeks after 
aavigation opens to Montreal, these 
months always being the big season 
for immigration, and as every bout 
coming out is booked to its utmost 
capacity for a month or more, it is 
considered that Canada’s population 
will go up considerably durimg that 
time.

CAUSE OF BATTLESHIP BUNGLE. 


To Be InVestigated by Commander 
in Chief of U.S. Asiatic Fleet. 


Washington, D.C., March 23.—Rear 
Admiral] John Hubbard, commander 
in chief of the Asiatie fleet, has order- 
ed an investigation into thy cause of 
the explosion on the flagship Charles- 
ton, which occurred Sunday night, 
while the ship was at target practice 
at Olongapo, and in which eight 
men lost their lives. 

Cablegrams received from Admiral 
Hubbard at the Navy Department 
this morning confirm the report of 
the accident. 

The cable from Admiral Hubbard 
says that during practice the breech 
lock of a three inch gun blew out, 
and in its flight across the deck of 
the cruiser, cut through a steel stan- 
chion, and mowed down the men in 
its path. Seven were instantly kill 
ed, the eighth dying as the Charleston 
was hurrying to Caville. Several 
other men were slightly injured. 

\dmrel! Habbard says the cause of 


the explosion is not known. 
fear Admiral Mason, chief of the 
finance bureau of the Navy Depart- 


ment, is of the opinion that the acci- 
dent resulted from a bent or broken 
firing pin in the breech block. When 
the block swung strong to close the 
breech, this pin, projecting, struck 
the primer on the cartridge, explod- 
ing the charge, which blew out 
through the rear before the locking 
mechanicism could operate, This 
charge tore the breech block from it* 
hinges and hurled it back among the 
men who were assembled watching 
the gun practice The accident i 
not without precedent, though it is 
rare and it is usually avoidable ife the 
breech mechenism is inspected closely 
before firing the gun. 

Admiral Hubbard was formerly an 
aid to the assistant secretary of the 
navy and only recently assumed com- 
mand in the Orient. This vessel is 
under the command of Commodore 
John Abbons, formerly naval attache 
of the U.S. Embassy at London.

HUNGARY BALL 


400 Men and Women Trapped ina 
Dance Hall, and Burned to 
Death. 


Ockoerto, Hungary, March 28—(Special 
cable)—-This village, in the northwest of 
Hungary, close to the estate of tho late 
Archduke Rudolph, was the scene last 
night of a frightful holocaust. A bail 
was given at a public house on the oc- 
casion of the Easter festivities and the 
place was fired, it is stated, because of 
the revengeful feeling of a peasant lad, 
whose sweetheart had danced too much | 
with the other young men. In the entire 
five it is estimated 400 were killed and 
100 injured. The victimes were mostly 
married folk so hundreds of children 
are bereaved and will be taken in charge 
by the state,

Huddied Against Walls. 

Powerless, the dancers huddled against 
the wall on both sides of the doorway, 
shrieking with pain as the fire brushed 
them. Then the roof and heavy timbtr! 
supports crashed down on the human 
jam and crushed out the lives of many 
who had escaped mortal burns. Smashed 
to bits by axes the door waa finally torn 
away, and the few survivors tottered 
out, collapsing a few feet away. 


Winnipeg, Mar. 29,—It is just pos-

mechanics have been dissatisfied with 
the schedule of wages which was 
agreed upon after the big strike of 
1908. This schedule is practically the 
same as that in vogue on the C_N.R.

The boiler 
makers are also included in this and 
will demand a substantial increase 
which will pot them on o par with the 
other trades. The men will demand a 
minimum schedule of 45 cents an hour 
for machifists and similar trades, 
which is an increase of 2 1-2 cents per 
hour, making it the highest schedule 
for similar work in Canada.

Have Vielded Nothing. 

It is authoritatively stated that the 
Canadians have yielded no real addi- 
tional concessions since the first ap- 
proaches were made to them by the 
delegates who went to Ottawa over 
and above what they were then wil- 
ling to give, atid the present outcome, 
as reported by the president's own el- 
forts, represents substantially an ad- 
herence to their oniginal point uf 
view with merely minor alterations in 
the terms, 

The commodities upon which con- 
cessions have been offered to the Un- 
ited States, numbering thirteen, are 
of the «ame minor importance that 
was originally intended, Ineluded in 
the list are certain California wines, 
citrus fruits, other sub-tropical fruita, 
nuts, raisins and the like, cottonseed 
oil and a very few additional itema. 
The most significant manufactured 
item in the Het seems to be manufac- 
tured silk. Canadians import @ good 
deal of silk from the United States, 
preferring the Patterson, N.J., pro- 
duct, for certain uses, to the French 
goods. 

Concessions te Ourselves. 

These concessions, however, are oon- 
cessions to themselves and their own 
concerns and not to the United States, 
as the articles are all of them of the 
non-competitive variety, just as stated 
on former occasions. That is to say, 
they are all goods that in no way 
compete with local Canadian products, 
and which would be sold how in 
the Canadian market. Possibly, on 
some three or four of them there may 
be a little competition with Prance, 
but such competition is very slight 
indeed, - 

The most interesting feature of the 
agreement now understood és, how- 
ever, not the terms of the concessions 
at all, but the fact that Canada, true 
vo her recent diplomacy, has indicated 
to the president at the conference that 
she would make the reductions of the 
intermediate rates to the whole world 
andl not to the United States alone. 
That is, she is determined to extend 
the rates as thus cut to the worid at 
large on the same basis as to the 
United States. 

Concede Nothing to U. 8. Alone. 

This is for the purpose of maintain- 
ing her point of view with respéct to 
reciprocity and of demonstrating to 
the public that she would not con- 
cede to the United States amy special 
privilege in her market that was not 
given to the world in general unless 
it was paid for. y 

Canada tvus maintains the idea that 
the United States maximum tariff is 
precisely what the Canadian states- 
men told the American delegetes it 
was in the first place: “A figment of 
the imagination which you do Pe 
dare to apply to any country in the 
world, because it is not a workable 
tariff.”

Speaker at Chicago Canadian Club 
Charges That He Discriminated 
in Tariff Law Against Canadian 
Pulp Wood in Favor of Lumber 
Interests in Maine. 


Chicago, Tlls., Mar. 2&.-—Charges 
that Senator Nelson W. Aldrich dis- 
criminated against Canada on the 
wood pulp tariff and in favor of cer- 
tain lumber interests in Maine were 
inade last night before the Canadian 
Club of Chicago at the Great North- 
ern Hotel, vy Dr. J, A. ‘McGill, pre- 
sident of the club. 

“We, as former Canadians, should 
resent the sweeping discrimination 
against Canada in the tariff bill as 
framed by Senator Aldrich” declared 
Dr. McGill. “It will be remembered 
that Congressman Mann, a member «‘f 
a delegation to inspect conditions in 
the various Canadian provinces, re- 
ported to the House that wood pulp 
could be imported into the United 
States at $2.50 a ton, leaving a good 
profit for the government. Had that 
suggestion been adopted it would 
have been nothing more than a 
“square deal.”’ But Senator Aldrich 
would not hear of this. Thinking ap- 
parently of the welfare of certain 
Maine lumber interests, he straight- 
way boosted the tariff on wood pulp 
to $4 a ton. 

In fact Senator Aldrich has seen fit 
to give Canada a maximum tariff on 
all commodities.”

BORDEN ON EMPIRE PROBLEMS. 


—_ 


Boston, Mass., Mar, 28—That the 
task which confronted Washington 
and Hamilton in the construction 
days following 1734 was not unlike 
that which now confronts the states- 
men of the British empire, was the 
declaration made last night by Robt 
Laird Borden, leader of the Conserva- 
tive party in Canada, and member «f 
parliament for Halifax. Mr. Borden 
was speaking before the Boston Can- 
adian club, 

Mr. Borden reminded his hearers 
that the British empire, as at present 
constituted, is of very recent develup- 
ment. It was not until after 1840, he 
said, that real development began in 
its constitutional relations. 

In concluding his address Mr, Bor- 
den advocated an adequate celebration 
in » few years of a century of peace 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. He deelared that “Canada ‘« 
inseparably united to the great em- 
pire which owes a proud allegiance to 
King Edward, the peaeemaker,” but 
is also im many ways closely associat 
ed with “this glorious republic.”

CEHANGES IN BASEBALL RULES. 


There being a great deal of confusion 
and misunderstanding as to what are 
exactly the proposed changes jn the 
baseball playing rules, we undertake to 
give them brietly as follows, in a con- 
densed descriptive manner ; 

The coach's box has been altered to 
prevent the coach from getting 
than 15 feet of first base. The deadline 
runs between first and second bases. 

The umpire must watch smail points 
which hitherto have been subjects for 
complaint from captains, such as the 
discoloring of balls. 

The captain must notify the umpire 
of substitutes and changes in the posi 


tions of players, and the umpire must 
announce them to the fans, 

The captains must give the umpire 
the batting order list at the home 


plate before the game is called. and the 
players named must take part in 
game. 

If a player on the defence impedes or 
stops a batted ball by throwing a glove 
or mask at it, the runner gets three 
bases. The umpire judging balls and 
strikes is the chief, his colleague guard- 
ing the first and second bages only. 


_Every player gets an assist, who  as- 
sists in putting out a runner, even if 
he makes the put out himself. The) 


he may get the credit for a put out and 
an assist at once, 
The chief umpire may fine bench kick- 


ers, and may eject them for a second

IN THE UNITED STATES 


The Story of How the Czar of the U. 
8. Congress Was Shorn of His 


Powers—T' Nearly 75 He 
Fou Bite Against His Foes 
—A Newspaper Triumph. 


A story of intence human interest 
centres around the defeat of Speaker 
Cannon a week ago last Saturday in 
the House of Representatives of the 
United States. B. B. Cooke tells the 
story in the Toronto Star as follows: 

A terrible old man, tall and lean. 
with commanding eyes and lines of 
undauntable determination written 
boldiy on his face; an old man of 
quick resentment and strong hates. 
yet with guaint corners of genileness. 

umor ,and sentiment in his coniposi- 
tion; a man deep of resource, wide of 
comprehension, and keen of percep 
tion; an old man with a shrill voice 
and lean hands of the strength of 
steel—went down to a great defeat, 
fighting. It was the speaker of the 
American House of Congress, whom 
Americans, whether they hate him or 
admire him, call “Uncle Joe” Cannon. 

He is not the sort of man who may 


be merely tolerated; he comamnds 
either hate or admiration. The battle 
which ended in his defeat was 4 


battle between those who hated him 
for the power he wielded and the way 
he wielded it, and those who loved 
him. It was one of the greatest of al! 
congressional battles. ‘o Americans 
some say, Cannon’s defeat means the 
improvement of congress as a truly 
representative body; others say it 
means the substitution of chaos for 
the orderly rule of this old Czar, pro- 
moting the wishes of the Republican 
meaicti. To Canadians it means, in- 
cidentally, the removal or the lessen- 
ing of the ‘‘stand-pat’” influences ot 
Congress, which would assist in the 
precipitation of a tariff war—Cannon 
and his aides were ‘‘stand-patters.” 
A Dramatic Struggle. 

But to anyone—4’anadian or Ameri- 
can, or any other nationality—old 
“Uncle Joe” Cannon's fight and defeat 
was # greater piece of “human inter- 
est’ ‘than any “best-seller” ever of- 
fered, High on the white marble dais. 
in his light swing chair he sat—the 
Czar of Congress—the most powerfu! 
man in the passing or rejection of leg 
islative measures in the United States. 
The president, the cabinet, the Ameri 
can people themselves could not wield 
the immediate power of his rignt 

hand. He was ensconsed in the Re- 
hiperaes majority, dominating it with 
lis personality. For seven years with 
a stroke of his ivory gavel he directed 
proceedings, and when he ordered it 
| this measure passed congress and that 
one remained in the outer darkness of 
oblivion. Such was his position at 
noon on a recent Wednesday. In the 
| afternoon the struggle began. Fate 
betrayed her favorite; the Democrats 
and forty rebel Republicans took him 
j and his regulars by surprise, and he 
was beaten. How this man of seventy- 
| four fought with his loyal Repubii- 
cans massed about him; how his in- 
ecrutable mind planned and directed 
the menoeuvres of his lieutenants: 
how he stayed in the fight all night 
and even descended to the floor of th» 
rampant House to defend himseif 
earnestly and vigorous must remain 
great memories to the hundreds who 
watched from the galleries, But he 
lost; and he is left sitting still upon 
the dais, but stripped of his power. 

Could Kill Measures. 

Cannon's nearest—though by no 
means near—correspondent in the 
Canadian system of government is Sir 
Wiltrid Laurier, Laurier controls the 
House absolutely because he controls 
the maiority. He may so long as he 
holds that control defeat any bill pro- 
posed by anyone except the govern- 
ment. In fact, he does it—-when neces- 
sary. In the American congress the 
bills are so numerous—there were fif- 
teen thousand this year—that a spee- 
ial committee, known as the commit- 
tee on rules, is set aside to determine 


which bills are to come before the 
House and how much time is to be 
allotted them for discussion. This 


coummnittee on rules has, therefore, the 
power to “kill” bills before congress 
ever hears of them; in fact, it ‘s 
forced to “kill” bills because of the 
exigencies of the time of congress. 
Until the fateful Wednesday Speaker 
Cannon appointed the members of 
that committee. He presided over at 
and could alter the membership as he 
pleased, Consequently, a bill whieo 
he did not favor could be killed easily 
—‘Unele Jove” had no hesitation ‘a 
changing a committee that he did not 
agree with. Hitherto the committee 
consisted of six members. Republican 
and Democrat, But with Cannon's de- 
feat the membership has been inereas- 
ed to ten, six Republicans and four 
Democrats, They are to be elected oy 
the House. The speaker is debarred 
from membership and the committee 
is to elect its own chairman. Cana- 
dians have heard the echoes of Ameri- 
can campaign protests against Can- 
nonism. Cannonism has long been 
Democratic party slogan. But now it 
is dead. There can be no more Can- 
nonism. 


Just Loved to Rule. 
In all the “muck-raking” that has 
entertained the attention of the Amer- 
ican Republic none has ever touched 
Joe Cannon. He did not “Cannonize ’ 
over legislation for personal gain. Had 
he done so the Democrats would have 
alleged it long since. He ruled, one 
is inclined to believe, because he 
wanted to rule, and he ruled acecord- 
ing to his best light. If he kilid a 
germ of legislation it was because he 
thought it deserved to be killed. Not 
party, not personal gain, not lobbying 
influenced him, He looked at the pro 
position and appraised it. If he liked 
it he said so. If he didn’t, he sail 
so, and killed the thing. It was pleas- 
ant for him; he liked ruling; he was 
born to dominzie, But if you oppos- 
ed his will or protested against the 
fate of your little bill, you might os 
well quit living in congress, because 
Joe Cannon never did like people who 
were gtupid enough to want what he 
saw they really should not have. He 
had ways of getting even—nothing un- 
derhand, just a straight, frank, un- 
failing blow. Lf the blow failed Unele 
Joe would treasure you up in his mind 
and lay for you, day in and day out, 
till the erock o' doom. It is more thao 
| rather likely he is starting in to “Jay” 
for certain people in congress already 
| He'll “get them some day.

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Victory for the Press. 

The defeat of Uncle Joe Cannon ‘s 
an example of the power of the press 
Back in 1908 a deputation of great 
publishers came to Cannon asking for 
a special free paper tariff. John 
Norris, of the New York Times, and 
Herman Ridder, another New York | 
publisher, led the deputation. | 

Cannon was smoking his cigar, as 
usual—the cigar that has twisted one 
side of his mouth out of shape. 

“Y'd destroy the paper industry of 
the United States,”’ he said, in answer 
to their arguments 

They argued, but he gave the same 
answer, They made veiled threats. 
but he would not budge. Se they went 
away, and the power of the press be- 
gan to work, It made Cannon a rea! 
popular bug-a-boo. It showed a few 
score weak-kneed congressmen that 
popular opinion would be with them 
in fighting Cannon. These congress 
men hed endured things before, and 
had tried to forget their bills which he 
had killed, but when Representative 
Norris ,of Nebraska (Democrat), made 
his motion for the ehanging of the 
rules committee forty-three Republi- | 
can rebels, representing the balance 
of power at that moment, went over 
} to the Democrats for the time being, 
and defeated Cannon by passing the 
motion, 


Progress of Fight. 

How the struggle went on is too com- 
plicated to narrate in detail. Norris cf 
Nebraska (Democrat) proposed his mo- | 
| tien to change the nature of the com- 
mittee on rules and eliminate Cannon 
The first proposition was that the com- 
mittce should consist of fifteen members. 
The Republican leader, seeing that many 
of their men were away from the cham- 
ber, knew that a big fight was on. Had 
the resolution been put to a vote at once 
the Democrats and the insurgent Repub- 
licane would have carried it, but Cannon 
gave the tip to Representative Dalzell, 
his chief lieutenant, and Dalzell rose 
and made the point that the resolutic n| 
Was not in order under the rules. This, 
of course, opened up a debate. The Re- | 
publicans could keep on talking as they | 
chose. Cannon could not be forced to | 
make his ruling, and put the dangerous 
resolution to a vote, 

Meanwhile Republican Whip Dwight | 
was seouring the Caritol for Republi- 
cans in order to raise a majority to de- 
feat the resolution, About 6.30 the party

FAILED TO DELIVER WOLVES. 


An interesting fur-buying case came 
up for hearing in the district court 
this morni Teiare his horon Judg> 
Taylor. ‘Michael Philipson, fur buyer 
of Edmonton, is the plaintiff and Fred 
Deroue, of Sturgeonville, fur trader. 
the defendant, Philipson claims that 
Deroue entered into an agreement 
with him on the last day of December 
1998 to sell him 100 wolf skins for $225 
on or before the fifteenth of January 
1909. Deroue delivered no skins and 
Philipson brought action against him. 
claiming, although no money had been 
paid over on the transaction, the sum 
of $375, or $3.76 per skin, this amount 
being the difference between the con- 
tract price of $2.25, and the market 
price of $6 at the time of the breacn 
of the contract. The argument for the 
plaintiff in this case is being con- 
ducted by C. C. McCaul K. C.

‘The people should be al- 
lowed to vote on the matter which 
they have partially decided by the 
plebescite on the location of the build- 
ing, but I think that out of fairness 
to the merchants now doing busimess 
on the market square, some provision 
should be made that they may not 
lose heavily by the change of the 
market site.
